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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


Again this year, the primary focus of the Planning Board has 
been the important task of updating and revising the Orange Master 
Plan, first developed back in 1984. The master plan will provide a 
framework to guide the future growth and development of our 
community. 

With the assistance of the professional planners at the Upper 
Valley Lake Sunapee Regional Planning Commission, the Board 
has developed preliminary drafts for several of the master plan 
chapters including population, housing, community facilities and 
services, and historic resources. The 2000 census data is now 
available to develop the chapter on economic base. The Board has 
contracted with UVLSRPC to develop three of the chapters that 
require extensive technical assistance. Preliminary drafts for two of 
those chapters on transportation and natural resources have been 
completed and presented to the Board for its review. The final 
chapter on land use will be completed within the next two months. 

Over the next few months, the Board will finalize the drafts of 
each chapter. In the fall, public hearings will be held to provide 
citizens with the opportunity to review and critique those drafts. A 
final public hearing will be held on the proposed master plan 
before its adoption. 

In April, the Planning Board developed and mailed to all 
residents and property owners an Informational Directory that 
included a listing of town officers, office hours and meeting times, 
and information on the Canaan-Orange Recycling Center, curbside 
rubbish collections, and building and driveway permits. 

In May, the Board approved an amendment to the Orange 
Subdivision Regulations to better facilitate drainage, maintenance, 
snow removal and emergency vehicles on dead-end streets. The 
Board also reviewed and approved a request for a boundary line 
adjustment between two existing lots. 
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The results of the recent community survey indicate a strong 
desire to preserve the scenic and rural character of our community, 
to protect its natural and historic resources, and to maintain those 
special qualities that make Orange a desirable place in which to 
live. 

The Planning Board thanks you again for your interest and 
support, and invites you to continue to help us define our 
community’s vision for the future.

MARCH 12, 2002 


7:05 Called to Order by Daniel Hazelton, Moderator. A special 
Thank You was mentioned to the Scholarship Fund Committee for 
the dinner provided to benefit the Scholarship Fund. 


The moderator explained the rules for Town Meeting and 
explained the process of the meeting to take place. Article 1 was 
read: To choose by ballot and plurality vote 1 Town Clerk for one 
year, 1 Town Treasurer for one year, 1 Selectman for three years, 1 
Moderator for 2 years, 1 Cemetery Agent for one year, 1 Overseer 
of Public Welfare for one year, 1 Budget Committee Member for 
three years, 2 Auditors for one year, 1 Road Agent for one year, 1 
Tax Collector for one year, 1 Deeding Agent for one year, 1 
Trustee of Trust Funds for one year and any other officers required 
by law. The following articles will be discussed and acted upon at 
the business meeting, which will start at 7 PM. 


ARTICLE 2: To see if the Town will vote to give a discount of 3% 
except for resident taxes on taxes paid in full within twenty days 
from the date of the bills pursuant to RSA 80:52 on the condition 
that the taxpayer deduct the discount at time of payment.. 
(Recommended by Selectmen) Article moved by Bruce Ells, 
seconded by Linda Giner, discussion called for, no discussion. 
Article voted on and passed unanimously. 


ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
five thousand dollars ($5,000) to be paid into the Revaluation 
Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of a revaluation of property. 
(Recommend by Selectmen) (Recommended by the Budget 
Committee) 

Moved by Pat White and seconded by Bob Ells. Discussion, none, 
Article passes unanimously. 
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ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$1,000 dollars to be paid into the Highway Equipment Capital 
Reserve for the purpose of purchasing highway related equipment. 
(Recommended by Selectmen) (Recommended by the Budget 
Committee) 

Moved by Linda Giner, seconded by Deborah Neville. Discussion 
called for, none. Article passes unanimously. 


ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
two thousand dollars ($2,000) to be paid into the Town House 
Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of Town House building 
improvements. (Recommended by Selectmen) (Recommended by 
the Budget Committee) 

Moved by Dick Jaeger, seconded by Frank Giner. Discussion, 
none. Article passes unanimously. 


ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the 
Highway Block Grant Fund of $24,044.38 for construction, 
reconstruction and maintenance of Class 4 or 5 highways and for 
the purchase of equipment. Said amount to be included in Article 
9. (Recommended by Selectmen) (Recommended by the Budget 
Committee) 

Moved by Don Pfaefflin, seconded by Frank Giner. Discussion. 
Article is amended to read: Said amount to be included in Article 
7, per misprint. Discussion. 

No purchases are anticipated but the mention of purchase of 
equipment is in the Article to allow Selectmen to purchases if 
necessary or needed. 

George Smith recommended doing Wheeler Road this year. He 
also answered that no more paving is being done, but some could 
be each year, by using summer maintenance money and doing 
small sections at a time. Also Pike will be returning this year, per 
the contract, to finish the sides of the roads that were not finished 
properly. 

Article 6 voted on, and passes unanimously. 
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ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $174,122.44 for Town expenses as called for by the 
budget, submitted by the Budget Committee, and pass any vote in 
relation thereto. (recommended by Selectmen) (Recommended by 
the Budget Committee) 

Moved by Dick Jaeger and seconded by Frank Giner. Discussion. 
The $174,122.44 does include the 24,044.38 from Highway Block 
Grant in Article 6. 

Article passes unanimously. 


ARTICLE 8: To hear the reports of agents, auditors, and other 
officers heretofore and pass any vote relative thereto. Discussion. 
Scholarship Committee report from Anita Watson, she says it’s 
going very well. Last year there was one applicant. Those 
interested need only to apply to the Committee and follow the 
necessary rules. 

George Smith wanted to recommend to the Town that the sander 
he has been renting from Richard Remacle for the sum of 
approximately $2,800. Bob Proulx asked that the Selectmen 
consider the purchase of the sander, and make his recommendation 
a motion, seconded by Dave Johnson. Motion not on warrant but 
can be made as a senses of the meeting, so it is written in to the 
minutes. 

Nate Harpootlian asked if our new garbage contract includes a 
spring pickup of large trash items. Selectmen said yes it does and it 
would be noted in the paper when that will happen and that 
possible another could be done in the fall. 

Alice Smith asked if a re-evaluation of the town would be done 
this year. Charlie answered, no it would not be required until 2005, 
and that we would be waiting for the State to put in place the rules 
before we go ahead with the reevaluation. 
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ARTICLE 9: To transact any business that may legally come 
before the meeting not on the warrant. 

Dick Jager mentioned Thanking George Smith as Road Agent for 
doing a great job. 

Anita Watson Thanked Bob Proulx for sending out notification for 
the meeting and what was to take place. 

Dan Hazelton thanks Selectmen for their job well done. 

Meeting adjourned. Polls to stay open till 8 p.m.
